REV. SAM 8MALL’S SERMON, 

Rev.Sam Small preached at the 10:30 o’clock 
seryice. He was greeted by nearly five thous- 
and people. 

He preached on the subject of the human 
willand decision in the face of a conviction, 
taking for his text: ‘Multitudes, multitudes 
in the valley of decision, forthe day of the 
Lord is near, ia the valley of decision.” 

The speaker, without stopping to refer té 
the historical character of the situation which 
drew forth these words, took, as he ssid, the 
prima facia meaning of them, beeause they 
bave thesame meaning now that they ha 
when they were written. . 

The discussion of the text was upon the line 
of the decision of the pre-eminently important 
question that affected their eternal life. The 
time for this decision, he showed, 
came to all men, no matter what their in- 
tellectual, moral, mental and social condition 
might be. It was a decision based upon ques- 
tions propounded by the living God Himself, 
and man must stand face to face with the ques- 
tions and answer with a full sense of the 
ret ponsibility and recom penses involved in the 
decision. 

The speaker showed that man was a free 
moral agent, and that free moral agency and 
power was a part of the omnipotence of God. 
God cannot determine: for man, and Goi 
cannot torce this decision without the 
will of the individual. God Himself cannot 
turn a wan's will ifitis wholly set and op- 
posed to His will in the matter. 

God has put in the will of man omnipotence 
itself, and yet God comes to us in the tender 
tones of a father and says: 

“My sor, give Me thine heart.” 

It is the heart that God desires. Out of the 
heart proveedeth all that can be turned to the 
worsbip, honor, glory and praise of God. 

God esks man to give him his heart, not the 
head, band or feet, not the emotions simply, 
not the intelleciual powers, but the heart, be- 
cause God knew that where the heart was 
there all the interests of man were centered. 
Mr. Small, in illustrating evil and false decis- 
ions-drew striking word pictures of the evil 
decisions of E*au and others, and commented 
on parallel decisions cf modern times. 

He showed in a clear and powerfully strong 
manner the terrible responsibility involved in 
a decision of eternal interest. 

Man, said the speaker, must decide for him- 
self. He cannot delegate it to anybody 
else, 

On speaking of fis own decision in coming 
out on the Lord’s side, Mr. Small said that he 
believed as truly as he believed anything in 
the world, that when he made the decision on 
the 15th of last September, to forever after 
love and serve God—if he had not decided that 
question then, he would have 
been in hell today. He could not, 
he said, have gone on six months longer, un- 
der the strain he was bearing. Hesaid bg 
should never cease to thank God that the 
Holy Spirit prevailed with him, and he dacid- 
ed )n favor of Jesus Christ. 

The way to be a Christian is to decide to be 
a follower of Christ, act upon it, and show 
God your willingness toserve Him. God has 
decided everything that omnipotence could 
decide, and has decided it all in man’s favor— 
and now man must decide something for him- 
self, involving his own eternal existence. 
When a man gives his heart to God, it is the 
grandest transaction of earth. 

Mr. Small spoke of Judas Iscariot selling the 
Saviour for thirty pieces of silver, and said 
that there were many men who had sold Him 
for thirty cents, and less than thirty cents, 
and given a testimony against Him’ that was 
fearfully calculated to hurt human souls 
around about them. In discussing this sab- 
ject, the preacher drew some powerfal pictures 
of the evil that such men did. Some men 
he said, would sacrifice everything that wa; 
worth baving for gain and gratificatton of 
pride and ambition; for these they would sac- 
rifice the interests of home, the community, 
morality, religion and their own immortal 
souls, and sell out to degredation, death and 
hell. Said he: 

“T attended a meeting in Atlanta last night; 
a meeting of a “conservative” association. 
They were talking about fanatics down there. 
aud charged men who were endeavoring to 
put out of existence forever the hellish lic aor 
traffic, with being fanatics. They just nad 
the thing wrong, The worst fanatics 1 have 
seen in the past ten years were in that meet- 
ing. 

“The idea of calling a combination like 
that “conservative!” The only thing 
that was conzervative about it that F coalu 
see to distinguish it from any other liqaor 
mceting that has ever been held in Atlanta 
was thata large msjority of the crowd was 
sober, and that was an unusual thing! And 
there were present at that meeting many dis- 
tinguished lawyers, politicians and alleged 
staicsmen, men who have large interests in 
the city of Atlanta, and they stood on the 
pubjic rostrum, in the face of the public ver- 
dict tothe contrary, and insisted that ‘the 
clergymen of the country, those who were try- 
ing to protect the homes and families of this 
peopie ard seeking to redeem their fallea 
fellow men from degradation, death ani heii, 
were fanatics and denounce tkem as cranks 
and destroyers of the bonds of harmony, peace 
andunity in the community. They ware 
doing it all, too, as zealously as they could 
have performed it they been 
the paid laborers of the infernal gang 
that is in favor of continuing that awfal traf- 
fic of liquorin the city of Atlanta. I wonder 
they could afford to stand up before the pim- 
pled nosed and bull-necked ex-barkeepers 
who applaud them so wildly,and utter these 
denunciations against men who are endeavor- 
ing to blot this traffic ont forever. I had 
rather die like Lazarus at the door of any 
man in this world, and have the dogs lick my 
sores, as their only relief, than to have the 
money thesemen might make, and to have the 
reputation they will win in attempting to fix 
anew thir stigma of hell ontheir fellow citi- 
zene!

The woman had been sick for some 
time, and Jate one afternoon about a week ago 
she died, or at least those who were present 
bad every reason to believe that she did, and 
they had her laid outas a bona fide corpse. 
The friends of the dead woman were sitting 
around in the room, when suddenly the sup- 
posed corpse was seen to move restlessly a time 
ortwoandthen aesumed a sitiing posture. 
The mourners rushed out of the house fright- 
ened half out of their wits. After 
remaining out some time .two or 
three! of the bravest among them mustered 
up courage to approach the house. Whea 
they had coe within speaking distance the 
wowan called tothem to come in, that she had 
something to say to them. With fear and 
trembling they entered, and the woman told 
them that she had been dead, but that she had 
come back to give them a warning. The 
warning was that the world would come t» an 
end on September 29th. After making this 
awful prediction she said that she wonld be 
with them until nine o’clock the next morn- 
ing when she would leave them forever. She 
asked them all to get ready for the final 
winding upon September 29th, and to be pre- 
pared to meet heron that day. She was puac- 
tual to the minuteas to her promise to leave 
them at nive o'clock the following morning, 
and died precisely at that hour. All this oc- 
curred a few days before the earthquake, and 
the coming of this was full and complete proof 
to the negroes that the prediction was trae, 
They regard the earthquake asa forerunner 
ofthe eventful September 29th? The wildest 
excitement prevailsamong the negroes, and 
they are preaching and praying day and 
bight, they have constant relays of preachers, 
and as soon as one is exhausted another is put 
up in his place.

A Distinguished Tourist. 

Our dispatches inform us that Geronimo 
will pass through Atlanta in the course ofa 
few days on his way to Florida. 

This ferocious Apache chieftain has been 
the terror ot the southwestern frontier for 
many years. He has been absolutely merci- 
less in his warfare upon the white settlers, 
and has never kept faith with the govern- 
ment in apy of the many compacts made 
with him. 

The war just ended lasted twenty-one 
weeks. The very flower of the federal army 
was engaged, and for five months the mar- 
derous savage led our soldiers a dance. 
Through forests, over mountains and lava 
beds, and through thickets of chapparal the 
trained regulars followed these guerillas 
2,000 miles, fighting night and day. Finally 
the Indians surrendered. It comes upon us 
with a shock of surprise when we learn that 
the entire gang consisted of only twenty-two 
warriors and afew squawsand children. 
Ii there had been afew more of them our 
entire army would have been wiped out. 

Geronimo is no ordinary Indian. With 
his own red right arm he has killed twenty- 
five white menand women. He richly de- 
serves to be shot like a wolf, but, for the 
present, he will be confined in Fort Marion. 
When he passes through Atlanta there will 
naturally be a general desire on the part of 
our people to see him, but our attitude 
should be one of dignified reserve. There 
are obvious rearons why he should not be 
tendered the freedom of the city, and under 

the circumstances an‘invitation to stop over 
would be ont of place. Ino fact, if Geronimo 
can be rushed through bere without giving 
him time to become interested in our city 
and our people, it will be the best thing for 
all parties. Asarnie, we are in favor of 
extending the usual courtesies to tourists, 
but this is an exceptional case.

National Banks ofthe Future. 

We observe in the St. Louis Nepublican a 
statement to the effect that the eastern 
national banks are protesting against the 
payment of the three per cent bonds held 
by them as a basis of their circulation. 
The three per cents are payable at the 
pleasure of the government, but, according 
to our St. Louis contemporary, the banks 
claim that, the government having accepted 
the bonds as security for the notes issued 
to them, it cannot redeem them and force 
the banks to replace them with higher 
priced four per cents or other bonds 

THE CONSTITUTION has seen none of these 
protests. On the contrary, it printed yes- 
terday morning a telegram from Washing- 
ton, the burden of which was that the cail 
of the three per cents was made for the 
purpese of protecting the banks. ‘‘The 
purpose of the new departure,’’ the dis- 
patch stated, ‘‘was to obtain the bonds for 
redemption from individuals and corpora- 
tions willing to convert them into cash to 
use in more profitable investments, and 
thus obviate the necessity for calling bonds 
held by the national banks, thereby forcing 
a surrender of national bank currency.’’ 

Certainly the eastern banks are not likely 
to protest against such a policy as this, 
which seems to be altogether in their favor. 
And yet, protest or no protest, the time is 
rapidly approaching when all the govern- 
ment bonds outstanding will be called in, 
when there will be no government debt, 
and when some arrangement different from 
that which exists will haye to be made 
for the national banks. Congress dilly- 
dallies over the subject, and the national 
banks are evidently of the opinion that 
there will be some miraculous interposition 
in their behalf. 

But this is a mistake. The bonded debt 
will be extinguished, the treasury will 
issue its own notes, and the national banks 
will be out of business. For our part, we 
hope that those in Georgia will be reorgan- 
ized as state banks, with power to employ 
their capital in new and more profitable 
directions. 


Curiosities of Criminal Justice. 


The law is proverbially uncertain. This 
is exemplified not only in the verdicts of 
petit juries, but in the decisions of magis- 
trates. Inthe administration of justice in 
criminal cases it is always the unexpected 
that bappens. 

In England, one Mr. James Glover has 
been making some very interesting experi- 
ments, witha view to ascertaining the in- 
ternal bias of the criminal jurisprudence of 
his country. Some years ago he stole a 
goose, and was sentenced to seven years 
penal servitude. When he came out of 
prison he found himself wondering whether 
the larceny of two geese would receive dou- 
ble the penalty inflicted for stealing one 
goose. In order to satisfy himself, he bold- 
ly made the experiment.’ To his astonish- 
ment, the judge sentenced him to only four 
months imprisonment. At the expiration 
of this term he made a new departure by ap- 
propriating aduck, fForithis he got four- 
teen days in jail. Mr, Glover is now under 
the impression that by judiciously selecting 
the subject matter of theft, it will be possi- 
ble for him to reduce his punishmert down 
toan inconsiderable minimum, and he is, 
therefore, encoureged to continue his realis- 
tic studies. 

Mr, Glover sbould come to this country 
to pursue his investigations. Thereis more 
variety about our criminal justice than 
there is in England. We have known a 
inagistrate to fine a quart liquor dealer $500 
for allowing liquor to be drank on his prem- 
ises, while he fined a man for beating his 
wife the moderate sum of ten dollars. It 
will be seen from this that an enthusiastic 
experimenter like Mr. Glover would stand 
a chance of stumbling upon some criminal 
exploits which, under our peculiar penal 
system, might result in a banquet or some 
other elaborate demonstration in his honor. 
The field is an attractive one, and should be 
thoroughly explored. —

ECHOES FROM THB PEOPLE. 


Broom Corn, 


Subscriber, Enfield, N. C: Please tell me 
how to get the seed out of broom corn, how to 
manage it after it pegins to bead, and wha: it is 
worth; also the address of some prominent broom 
factory. 

Mr. Frank R. Logan, president of the Logan 
broom company, of this city, furnishes the follow- 
ing facte : 

The broom corn should be cut just as soon as 
headed out, when in the bloom or blossom—while 
perfectly green—before seed are formed, Should 
be threshed within ‘twenty four hours after being 
cut. Wefurnish regular broom corn threshing 
machines,” or for ja small crop,ja farmer with a 
mechanical turn could improvise a machine that 
would answer, A cylinder with spikes about the 
size of ten- penny pails, with crank attachment for 
turping, will do the work fairly well. After 
threshing the broom corn should be put on racks 
not over two or three inches in depth, in a barn or 
shed, kept well ventilated and stirred once a day 
for ten days. In two weeks it will be ready for 
market. Can pack in hay or cotton press. Brush 
io the center of the bale, ttalks to the ends. 


THE EARTHQUAKE OUTLOOK. 


Future Seismic Troubles of Our Southern 
Seaboard, 
From the New York Herald. 

Yesterday’s earthquake shock at Charleston, 
themgh very slight, suffices to show that all danger 
is not yet past. Among the many opinions ex- 
preseed by scientific men astothe probability of 
fresh commotions, none seem to offer any fact or 
solid reason for its support. Wemusttherefore fall 
pack on general principles of seismology in any at- 
tempt to forecast the future earthquake perils to 
which our south Atlantic coast will be exposed. 

For centures the Atlantic bed around the Azores 
bas been regarded as a seat of great seismic 
activity and the source of all extended 
waves of commotion reaching our south- 
ein seaboard: But hitherto no very 
serious wave has disturbed any part of our eastern 
coasts, The fatal disturbance at Charleston, how- 
ever, raises the grave = whether 
the upbeaval there wil render the 
ac jacent country permanently liable to like com- 
motions. A well supported observation of Hum- 
boldt, that ‘tbe circies of commotion unfortunately 
expand occasionally in consequence of a single 
and unusually violent earthquake,”’ is not inappli- 
cable to the present case. It was only after the 
dc struction of Cumana, in 1797, that earthquake 
sbecks broke through the mountain chain of the 
Sierra Parima and entered the interior of 
Venezuela. After the New Madrid earthquake, in 
1812, the area of disturbance extended northward 
into the Ohio valley. These facts seem to show 
that when the subterranean obstacles have been 
overcome the way is opened for the free propaga- 
ticn of undulatory movements. It would therefore 
be premature to assert that the danger of severe 
shocks on our southern seaboard is now entirely 
over. 

Fortunately, however, there are indications that 
the great Charleston earthquake.was due to com- 
ys ede be local displacen.euts. The origina of the 

isurbances may be ascribed to the formation of 
subterranean hollows. , Professor Palmieri thus ex- 
Jained the terrible but local earthquake of 1881 at 
Jasamicciola, the deep hot springs ha . 
ually eaten out cavernous underneath the 
town. If scientific sindy of the late shocks at 
Charleston proves that they were due to such evis- 
ctration of the deep soil by chemical degradation 
or the solvent action of water there will be 
reason to fear the advance of earthquakes nd 
the recently conyulsed alluvial distiict. There 
are, however, in any event strong seismological! 
rearons fur the pes at future earthquakes on our 
southern seaboard will not be destructive beyond 
the narrow alluvial belt.

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THE CAPTURED APACHES. 


Geronimo and Bis Warriurs Pass Through 
Atlanta. 


Witcox, Ari,, September 9.—A special train 
of three cars left Bowie station at three 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, having on board 
Geronimo, Nachez and other hostiles, incharge 
of Captain Lawton, bound for Fort Marion, 
Florida, General Miles goes with them to El 
Paso andthence to Albugurque, to meet the 
train contaiming other Indians from the 
Apache reservation, who will be taken to 
Florida via Kansas City, St. Louis and Atlanta. 
Intense enthusiasm prevails throughout the 
territory over the knowledge that at last the 
morderous Apaches bave been disposed of. 

General Drum, acting secretary of war, hav- 
ing been authorized by the president to use 
his direrction in the treatment of the captive 
Apaches, bas instructed General Miles to re- 
move Geronimo and his band to some secue 
pore of confinement, and while it is not yet 

ypown at the department where they have 
been taken, it is surmised that the ciptives 
have been removed to Fort Bliss, Texas, or 
some neighboring post. It was not deemed 
prudent to allow the Indians to remain at 
Fort Bowie, as in event ofan escape into the 
sdjacent mountains, it would be almost im- 
poesible to recapture them. 

Despite the announcement made in the 
official telegram that Geronimo’s surrender 
was unccnoitional, the belief is growing at the 
war department, based onthe chief’s well 
earned reputation asa strategist, that* he has 
mace scme conditions with his captors that 
will at least prevent his trial in Arizona, In 
the absence ofa more definite understanding 
on the eubiect at headquarters, it is tolerably 
certain that the Indians will be held at some 
Texas fort as prisoners of war until President 
Cleve’and returns and ex presses 
his wishes in the matter. It 
is believed by officers competent to jadge that 
a civil trial of captives would bea failure, as 
no evidence of legal weight could be addaced 
to bring the murders that bave been committed 
home toany of these Indians, Little better 
results would attend thetrial bya military 
commission forthe same reason, and it is felt 
that the only feasible solution of the question 
of the treatment of Geronimo and his band 
would be their’ removal fo a reservation, 
probably in Florida, where, from the sur- 
roundings, escape would be impossible. 


Y OUTHFUL INCENDIARIES. 


A Night Watchman Catches His Son in the 
Act of Setting Fire to a House. 

St. Lovis, September 9.—During the pas‘ 
two months, repeated attempts have been 
made to burn down the national stock yards, 
in East St. Louis, and two of the fires started 
by the incendiaries caused considerable dam- 
age to the pens and sheds, but were extin- 
guished before the fire had communicated to 
any of the large packing houses, The perpe- 
trators of these outrages remained unknowa 
nntil last Tuesday night, when John Cully, 
night-watchman at Whittakirs pork packisg 
houre, discovered several boys attempting to 
set a house on fire. The incendiaries fled at 
his spproach, but be pursued and caught one 
of them, who proved to be his own son, John, 
fourteen years ofage. Yesterday the father 
tcok his son to President Knox and made him 
confess. The boy acknowledged that he and 
two other boys named John Reed and Alfred 
Hopkins, had kindled the fires of June 7th 
and August 2d and 6th which resulted in the 
lors of >60,000. The boys say they made their 
attempts to burn down the yards because they 
were refused work.

Six Hands at Work in the Augusta Factory’s 
Picker Room, 

AuaustaA, Ga,, September 9.—Six hands 
worked in the picker room of the Augusta fac- 
tory today. With this exception, all the 
mills are idle and there appears tobe no 
disposition on the partof the operatives to 
return to work. The proposition made by the 
city council to arbitrate has been declined by 
Master Workman Maynardie.

They de- 
clined to do this and withdrew. 

It was supposed that the clothing cutters’ 
strike and lockout was settled, but it is proba- 
ble that it will be renewed tomorrow with 
more bitterness than before. A meeting of 
the union was held this afternoon to deneunce 
the conduct of the manufacturers in requiring 
the men to leave theirunjon. It was decided 
to order a strike in theshops of all manufact- 
urers who made the demand. The manufact- 
urers’ association is expected to declare anoth- 
er lockout in all the sbops of its members, 
Reeolutians were adopted, pledging the men 
to stand by their union. An sddress was is- 
= to the public, reciting the efforts made by 
the arbitration committee to settle the strike 
and attempting to prove that the manufactur- 
ers were determined to break up the union.

ARTESIAN WELLS, 


Se ten en a 
Experiments in Boring for Water Along the 
Transcaspian Line, 


; 
From the Engineering, : 


At the invitation and expense of General 
Annenkoff, the constructor of the railway to 
Merv, Herr Grote, with a staff of Russian as- 
sistants, has been conducting some successfal 
experiments in artesian well boring along the 


course of the Transcaspian line, 
The worst part of the new railway route to 


Central Asia, is the section of thirty or forty 
miles inland of Port Michaelovek, where the 
Caspian seems to have receded and left a belt 
of more or less arid sand. Toconvey water to 
the stations and watchhbouses along this desert 
strip, General Annenkoff, it may be rem:a- 
bered, laid down an English pipeline lass 
autumn. Commencing here, Her Grote suc 
ceeced in reaching water at different p!acos 2 
70 feet, ard subsequent investigations have 
demonstrated that it will be possible, not oaly 
to furnish a supply sufficient for the railway, 
but aleo for purposes of cultivation, It is well 
that this fact shou)d be sp preciated by these 
politiciatis and officers who overlook the im- 
portant role that is being played by engineer- 
ing in the race of empire exparson. Only a 
ebor, time ago Mr. Charles Marvin stated that 
the competition between Russia and Englaud 
was no longer a “conflict besween the slow Ras- 
sian camel of the Asiatic steppes and the swilt 
English steamer, but between the rapid Russian 
Jom Omotive and the slower English steamer.”’ 
Yet, completely ignoring the ex‘ension by rail- 
way of tbe ma; nificent line of communication 
afforded by the Volgaand Caspian. Lord Charles 
Beiesford more recently advocated that E ig- 
lard should still handicap herseif by resortiog 
afresh to the roundabout Cape route. 

In the columns of a wilitary contemporary, 
again, there has been a controversy between 
General Kaye and others with reference to the 
difficulties Russia would encounter in march- 
ingfrom Herat to Kandahar, which curiou’- 
ly illustrates the incapacity of officers of the old 
school to realize the services engineering can 
render an enterprising foo. To General Kaye 
the occasional bits of wilderness lying between 
Herat and the river Helmund constitutes a 
tremendcus obstacle, and he ssems unabie to 
conceive that a waterless march can have its 
rigors casily and rapidly n.itigased by the use 
of pipe l nes and artificial wells, as already em- 
ployed in Central Asia, and the difficulty does 
away altogether by covering the barren ex- 
panse with a railway. By establishing a series 
ofaitesian wells and doubling and trebling the 
expanse of irrigation stretehing trom the Casp- 
ian to Perjdeh, Russia will very soon secure for 
herselt large local resources, and the efforts she 
is making to do thig should be a warning to 
those who forget what similar activity could 
achieve between Herat and the Helmund. We 
question whether in the Russian advance the 
engineer is not becoming a far more potext 
factor than the irrepressible Coszack. 


IN THE “BAD LANDS.” 


A Terra Cotta Valley Which Holds a Won- 
derfnl Western Town, 
Correspondence Bostoh Herald 

The “bad lands”—the “‘msuvaris terre,” as 
the half-breeds call them—are a section of 
country which the tourist must not fail of see- 
ing. Before the construction of the Northern 
Pacific they were the bete noir, the black head, 
the terror of the country. Noone knew any- 
thing about them, only that they were a hor- 
rible region—that no. railroad could ever be 
constiucted through them. The hunters said 
it would be impossible, Tho Indians, when 
questioned, only gave a grunt. Not till the 
exploring expedition under Custer, in 1872, 
did the world know just what they were. The 
train reaches there just before sunsst. It has 
been whirling over the level plateau, when 
suddenly you look down upon a strange, weird, 
fantastic formation,a depression,a valley 200 
teet below the general leve!, filled with cones, 
pyramids, turrets, obelisks of red and brown 
terra cotta. The train winds down by a gen- 
tle grade to the level of the depression, aad 
you are among the pyramids and cones. You 
see in one place a volume of smoke issuing 
from a hillside. You are not in the crater of a 
volcano but riding through a section from 
which the coal has been burned during the re- 
cent geologie periods, leaving the earthly for- 
mation in the cones and pyramids, You are 
in nature’s great terra cotta pottery—a brick 
kiln 10 miles wide and reaching hundreds of 
miles along the Little Missouri. 

When Lewis and Clark ascended the Mis- 
souri in 1802 they saw the ground on fire in 
several places and knew not what to make of 
it, The fire is doubtless caused by spontane- 
ous combustion. 

Instead of being an impossible place for a 
railroad no difficulties were encountered, and, 
instead of a sterile, barren reigon, it is one 
of the most fertile. In the centre of the for- 
mation is the town of Medoria, on the bank of 
the river, with an immense abattoir, where beef 
sold in Quincy market is slaughtered and 
shipped in refrigerater cars. It is a strange 
scene, the red and brown tired cotton pyra- 
mids and cones, the winding river—a torrent 
in spring, 3 rivulet now—a line of cottonwoods 
ard willowr, cattle roaming amid the mounds 
and tunnels, the cowboys on their ponies, the 
whisky shop and cabins, the great icehouse and 
abattoir—a Queen Anne palace on the bluff, 
with telegraph and telephone; the long train 
of refrigerator cars, herds of cattle in the pens, 
the butchegs at work,a boy passing through the 
train selling the newspaper, the “Bad Lands’ 
Cow Boy,” printed in that little shanfy near 
the station. The BadLands were af. vorite feed. 
ing ground of the buffalo, as they are of the 
eteers today. The railroad has made them of 
bene fit to the human race.
